Josh Bashara describes himself as a very 
opinionated person. He says he wants to share 
that quality with other people through his 
writing. 

“A column is the vehicle that 1 can do 
that,” he said. “It’s the only way that you can 
squeeze creative writing into a paper these 
days.” 

So, last year Bashara, a sophomore 
journalism major, began writing as a columnist 
for the campus newspaper, The Gateway.

“(Gregg] is a good player and we knew what to 
expec! with her,” Pile said.

Price atoned for the error with her reflex save from 
Grege’s header, denying Gregg her second goal in a 
minute. Jessica Dotson’s first-time volley from a Christen 
Boeckel corner kick was UNO's best chance for an 
equalizer, but her shot was saved as CBU held on for the 
win. 

Klosterman praised his team’s seniors for their efforts 
in the game and throughout the program’s progression. 

“I really feel for the seniors right now,” Klosterman 
said. “They started this thing for us and they’ve stuck 
with it all the way. Steph Kruse had a great season, not 
only with her goals but also with her leadership. This was 
a remarkable season for her” 

Four seniors will depart from the 2002 roster. Julie

When students arrived at school 
this fall, they found new e-mail kiosks 
in the Food Court of the Milo Bail 
Student Center. 

Jim Welch, director of the student 
center, said the kiosks have been very 
well-received. 

“Vm very pleased with the usage,” 
Welch told a group of students Friday, 
“There's virtually someone there at all 
times.” 

Improvements such as the 
installation of the kiosks are made 
possible through student fees. Each 
student pays $30 a semester to support 
a bond for student center remodeling. 
Proceeds from sales in the bookstores 
and Food Court-as well as from room 
rentals in the student center help 
supplement the funding, 

This summer, funds will be used 
to make a few more improvements in 
the student center. 

Welch said the biggest project of 
the summer will be the conversion of 
the existing computer fab in the 
student center to a 24-hour lab. 

The project, which is estimated to 
cost between $80,000 and $90,000, will 
include the installation of rofling gates 
for security. and) = ramps — for 
handicapped access, 

Welch said the need for the 24- 
hour lab rose when the 24-hour lab that

He said the student center does have 
enough money in its reserves to 
complete the project and that it “will 
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renovations this summer. In the future, the computer 
lab and adjacent lounge will be open 24 hours.

According, to wwvwseatbelt.com, 
roughly 40,000 people die cach year in 
the United States due to car accidents 
where seat belts are not worn. 

From 1990-98, 15,000 children died 
in car accidents. In 1997, 3,357 children 
under the age of 15 were killed in the 
United States alone, These figures do 
not include those who were just 
injured. 

Many organizations and states are 
working to lower these numbers. 

UNO is working with the Safety 
and Health Council of Greater Omaha 
and other sponsors to inform as many 


people as possible the risks of not 
wearing seat belts on every trip. 

Students aro encouraged to stop 
by the Campus Recreation office, 
Room 100 of the Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation building, to 
enter a drawing to win a Dodge 
Dakota Pickup. 

Students must fill out a form and 
answer three questions correctly. ‘The 
answers to the questions can be found 
on the entry form. Students must also 
have their driver’s license numbers 
accessible. The license number will be 
used to assure the student has not had 
any driving violations within the last 10 
years. 

The drawing will be held Dec. 30, 


but students must complete the forms 
by Dec, 28 in order for the Safety and 
Health Council to receive them on 
time. Currently, there are other projects 
going in the state to increase the use of 
safety belts. 

“There are coalitions around the 
state working on campaigns to increase 
seat belt use and thereby decrease 
traffic fatalities and injuries,” said 
professor David Corbin. “There is a 
coalition in Omaha that is working on 
investigating the possibility of having a 
more strict seat belt law in Omaha and 
to promote seat belt use among Omaha 
high school students.”

Omaha World-Herald columnist Mike Kelly did more 


‘than touch up on journalism fundamentals with students and 


faculty Friday afternoon at an event sponsored by the Society of 


- Professional Journalists. 


The renowned writer, who has worked for the Omaha 


World-Herald for more than 32 years, shared stories of his 


experiences as a journalist. 
Of all of Kelly’s journalistic experiences, one has definitely 


been the most personal. 


On the first day of summer this year, Kelly’s daughter 
Bridget was raped, shot three times and left for dead in Killeen, 
Texas, where she was living and teaching first grade. 

Miraculously, Kelly's daughter survived and with her 
encouragement, Kelly has taken this experience and shared it 
with thousands of readers. 

Ina profession where rape victims are rarely named, Kelly 
and his daughter agreed to print her name because she wanted 
to stand up and be heard. 

“Bridget asked, ‘Why is it more shameful to be a rape 
victim than a gun shot victim?” Kelly said. “News media is 


; maybe partly to blame for the fact that a stigma still exists.” 


Although emotional and hurt, Kelly has been able to 
remain strong through the tragedy and display powerful 


, writing. Kelly advised students and faculty that in order “to 


write of emotion, be unemotional.” 

Guerin Austin, a senior broadcasting major and president 
of SPJ, is one of many students who were inspired by Kelly’s 
stories and his talent. 

“Y think it's very enlightening as a journalist to take 
something, personal to educate people what really goes on in 
society,” Austin said. “I think he gave us a lot of good advice and 
the knowledge to try anything.” 

Kelly also advised the group to write about something 
even if it doesn’t interest you because you can gain interest as 
you research and write the story. 

Although Bridget’s attacker has been sentenced to life plus 
40 years and ineligible for parole until 2052, Kelly said he would 
like to know more about his 
daughter’s attacker and 
possibly write a book about 
Bridget’s triumph. 

Many — students and 
faculty members at the event 
commended Kelly for his 
oulstanding storytelling, Kelly, 
534, credited his ability to his 
experiences,

Ultimate fighting Ey. brief history

On Nov. 12, 1993, Ultimate Fighting 
Championship 1 went down in mixed 
martial arts history as America’s first 
official introduction to the sport of no- 
holds-barred_ fighting. Held in Denver, 
Colo., the sport only had three rules: no 
biting, no eye gouging and no fish 
hooking (the practice of inserting a thumb 
or other appendage into the mouth of the 
opponent and pulling at the cheek). 

Eight men squared off tournament- 
style and bare-knuckled in an eight-sided 
cage with 6-foot-tall walls. There were no 
time limits. Phere were no weight classes. 
The winner would have to win by 
knockout or by submission, 

American piartial arts aficionadas 
drooled over the prospect ofa tournament 
in awvhich the winning lighter would 
represent the most useful and applicable 
martial art, Gone were the formalities and 
traditions of traditional martial arts. This 
Was for real, Who would win? The boxer? 
Vhe wrestler? “The jiu-jitsue expert? The 
karate expert? The sumo wrestler? 

In the end, Royce Gracig, a 180-pound 


Brazilian jiu-jitsu expert — the smallest 
man in the event — took it all. The boxer 
gave up when Gracie took him to the mat.

average man envied Gracie’s ability to 
defeat hulking world-class wrestlers 
without even bruising a knuckle. 

As a result, even Arizona Senator 
John McCain's attempts lo ban the sport 
couldn’t eradicate America’s newfound 
love of no-holds-barred fighting and the 
implication that a “normal” man could 
defeat in combat men much larger than 
himself, 

The UPC is still around, though the 
sport has changed a great deal. Now there 
are added rules, time firnits, rounds and 
weight classes, Fighters are faster, 
stronger, smarter and better prepared than 
they've ever been in the past.

Club Amnesia is packed. Again. The 
bar seats about 120 in the main event area 
and those seats are filled, There are probably 
300 people already in the club, 

And they’te all screaming far blood. 

“Where else can you go to the bar, beat 
the shit out of someone and not go to jail?” 
growls the club's announcer, Ken Hurley, 

Over a decade ago, an event like this 
would have been far underground — far 
from the prying, eves of the public. 

Then along came Ultimate Fighting 
Championship 1, mainstream America’s 
introduction toa sport Brazil had known for 


many decades as Vale Tudo — no-holds- 
barred fighting, 

The UFC was raw — no weight classes, 
next to no mules. Since its 1993 inception, 
certain rules have been added. 

In the current UFC, you can’t knee a 
downed opponent in the head ~but you can 
at Club Amnesia. 

Chad Mason, Fight Club’s promoter, 
explains: “The reason I allow knees is 
because ... it’s really not a big issue with 
people getting hurt with knees, just some 
cuts and stuff. I think it makes it a little more 
exciting for the crowd. If it became a safety 
issue I’d pull the knees.” 

At Fight Club there is no biting, no fish 
hooking, no eye gouging, hair pulling or 
small joint manipulation (fingers and toes). 
You can’t grab somebody’s throat with your 
fingers. You can’t hit to the groin. No 
downward elbows. 

But you can throw a forearm. And it 
appears in Skaggs’ case, fighters don’t even 
need to be 21 years old to compete. Fighters 
also aren’t required to wear mouthpieces. 

“I can’t really require them to wear 
them,” says Mason about mouthpieces. “I 
do tell them it’s strongly recommended.” 

Skagys may have wished Mason 
would have made knee strikes illegal. 
Skages was able to take his opponent to the 
mat quickly in the first round but the second 
round starts to tur ugly The victim of a 
huge slam, Skagys is driven to the mat and 
becomes curled into a belly-down fetal 
position, hands covering the majority of his 
head. His opponent issues a large number 
of knees to the skull — at least 15. Skages
